the intiffs in the case the Irish 
eople’s Assura Co, Ltd., v. the City of 
Dublin Insurance Co., Ltd., from a judgment 
of Mr. Justice Hanna m favour the 
defendants at the trial, with a jury, of the 
action, which was for alleged libel or defama- 
tion in connection with the publication of 
an extract from the plaintiff company’s 
balance sheet of 31st December, 1924. 
The defence was a traverse of the cause of 
action and a denial of the allegations in the 


statement of claim. 

Mr. Wood, K.C.; Mr. Martin Maguire, 

K.€., and Mr. ©. Maguire (instructed by 
Mr. Joseph L. D ‘Dixor) appeared for the 
appellants and plaintiffs; and Mr Dickie, 
K.C.; Mr. Henry, K.C., and Mr. ‘Tobias 
(instructed by Mr. H. J. W. Downey) for 
the respondents, and defendants. 
Mr. Dickie, concluding his argument, dealt 
further with the legal status and powers of 
friendly societies, and said that he could find 
no case in which it was decided that a 
society hike this had power. to sue for libel 
and slander. The power of sueing possessed 
by such bodies was confined entirely to 
claims and rights with regard to property. 
It did not include taking an action for libel 
or slander 

With the exception of a case in which an 
injunction was granted, there was no case, 
so far as he could find, in which a friendly 
society haa power to sue for defamation. 
Friendly societies were not a, trading corpora- 
tion in any way, and they had no power 
to sue fyr libel or slander. 

With reference to the questions of publica- 
tion and justification, he said that the only 
way m which a society like this could 
approached or told anything was through 
the secretary or agents, and they knew all 
about the state of its funds. It was per- 
fectly true that the plaintiff society had an 
overdraft, and it was no matter where it 
came from. It was to be seen in the balance 
Sheet, which was a public document, and 
the statements it contained were privileged. 

Counsel referred to the Master of 
the Rolls’s dictum in the Bush case 
of Daly vy. Irish Transport and Genera! 
Workers’ Union—that if a thing is not 
libellous in itself, yor cannot put an innuendo 
upon it; and cited other Irish cases showing 
that publication in a public register was 
privileged. He was entitled, he said, to yet 
from the trial judge a statement that the 
document was privileged, and that there was 
no evidence Of express malice which could be 
submitted to a jury. 

Lhe further hearing of the appeal was 
adjourned till next Monday.

THE PERSIANS OF 
AESCHYLUS. 


‘A NEW TRANSLATION. 
Steve Warden of St. Columba’s College 


was one of the last of the men who 
sat at the feet of the great scholars who 
made Trinity, College admirable íor fifty 
years, and smiled away for ever the blame 
of “ Silent Sister.” Of these Sir John 
Mahaffy tcok all knowledge, music, and 
art for his ,-rovince ; Tyrrell was the most 
witty and genial, and Dr. Purser is 
probably the besi read man in the Empire 
in Ancient and Modern Literature. Mr. 
Armstrong was a distinguished Fellowship 
Prizeman just before that unjustly, 
abused examination was abolished. He 
excelled especially at that peculiarly, 
Trinity «accomplishment, the writing of 
Greek and Latin Verse. 

There are only two Greek tragedies in 
which we, being Philistine by nature, ever 
took pleasure. These are the Perse and 
the Prometheus Vinctus.. The latter is 
much the better known, and Mr. Arm- 
strong has done good service in choosing 
the former for translation. “ As n poem, 
says Mr. Armstrong in his preface, “ it 
exhibits the genius of Aéschylus at its 
best. Majesty of diction, touches of 
delicate imagination, beauty too, and at 
times unwented tenderness are charms for 
which we can well afford to sacrifice tense 
situation and challenging thought. No- 
where, I think. in literature do the calm 
and majestic changes of night and day 
provide so wonderful a setting, and so 
brilliant a contrast between the tranquil 
operations of nature and the devastating 
wrath of man as in the sea-ficht when 
Persia met her doom.”’ 

The translator has chosen as -his vehicle 
the rhyming pentameters which best re- 
present Greek Iambic Verse. We never 
can understand why Dr. Tyrrell and other 
great scholars preferred blank verse. We 
never could enjoy Lord Derby's transla- 
tion of the Iliad as much as Pope’s. Of 
course, Mr. Armstrong’s choice of metre 
will at once challenge comparison with 
Professor Gilbert Murray's translations of 
Attic Tragedy. He comes out of it very 
well. Professor Murray overdoes the trick 
—it is nothing more than a trick—by 
which Keats sought to give variety to 
Endymion, putting a full-stop after the 
first rhyming word.

A CONTRADICTION, 


MINISTER AND A CORK 
DEPUTY. 


At the end of question time in Dail 
Eireann yesterday. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister 
for Justice, said that he wished to take the 
first opportunity of contradicting a statement 
made, according .to ‘the report in the 
/rish Times that morning, by Mr. Hugo 
Flinn, who, it was stated, said that he (the 
Minister for Justice) had had the impudence 
to dismiss with a single word, by saying that 
it was wrong, a judgment by Mr. Justice 
Hanna. He had never said that Mr. Justice 
Hanna s decision was wrong, and, if the 
deputy was correctly reported, he had 
eutirely mis-stated what was said. 

The deputy had not given the House pny 
particular allusion as to what date he was 
referring, and so far as his recollection went 
the only occasion on which he (the Minister) 
referred in any way to Mr. Justice Hanra 
was in a debate in July last, and he did not 
say that the decision of Mr. Justice Hanna 
was wrong. He did say—to use a technical 
expression—that an obiter dictum contained 
in that judgment was wrong, and he was 
still or that opinion; but that was an entirely 
different thing to saying that a decision of a 
High Court Judge was wrong. The duty of 
the judges was to lay down the law, and 
their i whanmt so far as they were declara- 
tory of the common law or interpretations 
of statutory law, were binding on that House, 
and could not be challenged in that House. 
He certainly would not challenge them. 

Mr. FLINN (F.F.. Cork City) said that he 
was perfectly satisfied that the statement was 
made by the Minister for Justice, in which 
he had stated that a statement, which an ordi- 
nary layman would accept as a written judg 
ment of a judge, was wrong. He hoped that 
they would have an opportunity of discussing 
the whole matter. 
that night. 

The SPEAKER—You will not. (Laughter.) 

Mr. FLINN said that the Minister had 
poured ridicule on that statement, and when 
the time came he would challenge the House 
to say whether the Minister had not poured 
contempt and ridicule on the judgment. 

The SPEAKER said that if he had been 
in the Chair the.previeus night he would 
have referred the Deputy to the official re- 
port. A judgment in the court could not be 
discussed or canvassed in that House; and 
having read the reports of the particular day 
he was quite clear that the judgment given 
by Mr. Justice Hanna was not discussed or 
canvassed there. The Deputy had made a 
inis-statement of facts, which reflected on the 
Minister for Justice, and the conduct of the 
Chair at that particular time. 

The matter then dropped. 


RATES ON SMALL DWELLINGS. 

- i ome 4 MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, moved the 
second reading of the Local Government 
(Rates on Small Dwellings) Bill, 1928. 

He said that it was most desirable that the 
collection of rates should be facilitated, and 
made as inexpensive as possible. It was 
inevitable that the whole question of rating 
should be gone into, with the object ot 
simplifying it. Under the bill the owners of 
small dwellings gn so £6 in valuation would 
be the persons résponsible for paying the 
rates, but the owner could increase the rent 
on the occupier by the amount of the current 
rates. As many of the rates had been struck 
the bill would not come into operation until 
1st April, 1929. ee 

Mr R. CORISH (Labour, Wexford 
County) pleaded for some differentiation be- 
tween houses built prior to 1922 and those 
built since then. The figure for houses built 
since 1922 should be £8. He would like to 
know whether, if the landlord were given 
power under Clause 4 to demand an increase 
in rent to cover rates, he would be entitled 
to demand an increase, commensurate with 
all rates—poor, water, and borough rates. He 
thought that the landlord should be entitled 
to charge only the increase of rates since 
gs S T. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin, North) 
said that he could not agree with the prin- 
ciple of the bill, which he regarded as unde- 
mocratic. Putting responsibility for the rates 
on the landlord ‘would not tend to get the 
mass of occupiers of small houses as 
interested in the administration ol 
local affairs as they ought to be. 

The relief for unoccupied premises should 
be the minimum. There were at present too 
many people looking for houses, and too 
many unable to find them, and yet there 
were houses all over the country, small and 
large, unoccupied which would not be derelict 
if there were some method of penalisin the 
owners after a certain period. If half the 
rates was demanded those people would be 
more inclined to let ee ouses, and not

DENTISTS’ BILL. 
The Committee stage of the Dentists’ Bill, 
1928, was resumed. 
On Section 352, which deals with erasures 
from the register because of misconduct, and 


provides that the findings of the Dental Board) 


shall be sent to the Medical Council, Mr. 
McGILLIGAN (Minister for Industry and 
Commerce) moved an amendment deleting 
this provision and declaring that the Board 
may, if it thinks fit, erase the name of such 
person from the register 

The amendment was opposed by Sir James 
Craig, Professor Thrift and other Deputies, 
on the ground that the medical profession 
should have the decision over a branch of its 


, profession. 


The amendment was declared carried, but 
Professor Thrift challenged a division. 

On a division the amendment was carried 
by 87 votes to 41. 

Mr. P. McGILLIGAN, Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, moved an amendment 
providing that a duly-qualified medical practi- 
tioner who became qualified as a dentist 
after the passing of the Act may practise 
dentistry and dental surgery to such extent 
as is incidental to his practice as a medical 
practitioner, but not otherwise 

Dr. WARD (F.F., Monaghan) opposed the 
amendment, which, he said, appeared to him 
to be little different from the original clause 
in the bill. The principle was the same. If 
the amendment was accepted, medical men 
who became qualified after the passing of the 
bill would not be allowed to practise dentistry 
except in so far as 1t was incidental to their 
medical practice. The question would arise 
as to when the practice of dentistry 
became incidental to the practice of a 
medical man. If a doctor became a 
specialist in surgery of the mouth, he would, 
if the amendment were carried, become 
liable to prosecution if he practised. 

He wanted to know how reciprocity would 
work out in the case of a doctor who took 
out degrees in Ulster and becanfe highly 
specialised in dentistry, and who came to 
the Free State on a special case. He would 
be liable to prosecution, and he (Dr. Ward) 
ventured to suggest that His Majesty's Go- 
vernment would take steps to protect His 
Majesty’s subjects. To his mind, it was 
an insult, to the medical profession to pre- 
vent them from specialising in dentistry. It 
was not lin the interests of medical science 
that the Minister should press the amend- 
ment, as it would undoubtedly give rise to 
considerable friction between the parent 
body of the medical profession and its off- 
springs. 

A PUZZLE. 

Dr. O’DOWD (F.F.. Roscommon) also 
opposed the amendment, and said that 
the Minister would have to say what was 
dentistry and what was surgery. Otherwise 
a doctor in the country would not know what 
to do. 

Professor W. E. THRIFT (Independent, 
Dublin University), also opposed the amend- 
ment, which, he said, seemed as objection- 
able as the original proposal. Nobody could 
say what was intended to be covered by the 
term ‘incidental to practice. 

Major BYRAN COOPER (Govt., Dublin 
County), said that he wanted to know if 
dentistry was a branch of the medical pro- 
fession or not. Was it easier for a dentist 
to become qualified as a medical practitioner 
than for a layman? 

Dr. O’DOWD said that in the National 
University the student in dentistry in his 
first two years took the same lectures as 
the medical student, and later, if qualifying 
as a medical doctor, was exempted these 
two years. 

Mr. H. LAW (Government, Donegal) said 
that he wanted to be assured that the restric- 
tions which the amendment would place on 
doctors in county areas would not interfere 
with the simple, easy, and ready treatment 
of the sick poor. ' 

Mr. GOREY (Govt., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
said that he objected to the curtailment oí 
facilities for dental treatment of the poor. He 
wanted to know whether there would be 
dental dispensaries in rural areas. 

Dr. O’REILLY (Government, Cavan) 
described the amendment as an effort to 
curtail the privileges of medical doctors, and 
he objected to anything of the sort. 


HARD ON THE POOR. 

Sir JAMES CRAIG (Dublin University) 
said the amendment would have the effect of 
depriving the poor in districts where no 
dentist lived, perhaps, within thirty miles of 
them, of the service of the dispensary doctor 
in matters of dental practice. It was sought 
to limit the scope of medical practitioners 
work. It was quite unfair to the medical 
profession* that dentists should be given a 
monopoly in the matter. Every qualified 
medical doctor was fit to practice dentistry ; 
but he (Sir James) was not saying that they 
should hold themselves out as _ dentists. 
Medical practitioners in Ireland ought not to 
be debarred from doing what their brethren 
in England were permitted to do. It was a 
serious matter, and he asked the Minister to 
de nothing that would prevent a qualified 
medical man frum practising dentistry. 

Dr. T. HENNESSY (Government, Dublin 
South) said that he objected to the amend- 
ment, because it would confer a special 
privilege on dentists. | i 

Mr. SEAN T. O'KELLY, Professor 
TIERNEY, and Dr. M. KEOGH opposed the 
amendment.

Dental surgery had become a recognised 
profession, and it was time its position was 
made clear. The amendment was proposed 
with a view of taking from the medical 
profession the very large powers they held 
under the bill) of engaging in the practice 
of dentistry. Under the bill a doctor could 
not hold himself out as being prepared to 
practice dentistry, but he might simply take 
it as it came along.

UNREGISTERED PERSONS.

SUPPLEMENTARY ESTIMATES. 

The MINISTER FOR FINANCE moved for 
a supplementary sum of £1,800, expenses under 
the Representaticn of the People Act, the 
Electoral Act, and the Juries Act. 

The vote was passed. 

Moving for a supplementary estimate cf 
£26,100 in connection with law charges, 
Mr. BLYTHE said that the sum was chiefly 
due to the decision in the Wigg-Cochrane 
case, and the fact that a considerable number 
of actions had arisen out of that case. When 
the original estimate was framed it could 
uot be foreseen how the Wigg-Cochrane 
case would go or what litigation would arisa 
out of it. 

fhe biggest sub-head in the vote was for 
inquiries in connection with the Dail Bonds 
litigation. The total required to meet the 
costs of American lawyers who appeared for 
the State was 150,000 dollars, and the total 
cost to the Exchequer would be about 

Mr. SEAN T. O’KELLY (F.K, North 
Dublin) said that £36,000, the cost of the 
American litigation, was a large sum uf 
money to throw away. The loss of the 
£36,000 and the amount of over half a million 
in the American Dail Bonds was due solely 
to the bad management and the want of 
foresight of gentlemen occupying’ the 
Government bench+s. 

Certain legal men were of opinion that the 
Free State Government had made itself liable 
for the repayment of al) the money collected 
in America. That meant paying back another 
three or four million dollars. They were 
fortified in that opinion by statements imade 
by President Cosgrave himself and by Mr. 
Smiddy, the Free State representative in 
Washington. 

ALLEGED PERSECUTION. 

Mr. P. J. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said 
that the additional £500 required for police 
prosecutions wowld not have been required 
had it not been for the extravagance in 
political persecution. The Free State was one 
of the few States where political prisoners 
were treated as criminals. 

Mr. SEAN LEMASS (F.F., South Dublin) 
said that the £500 required for police prosecu- 
tions would not be required were it not for 
the policy of the Executive Council towards 
Republicans. 

Mr. SEAN McENTEE (F.F., South Dublin) 
asked the House to reject the estimate, which 
the Minister had not justified by one word. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin North) asked 
if the Minister would tell them whether or 
not it was the policy of the Ministry to accept 
responsibility for the repayment of the Dail 
loan President Cosgrave had made state- 
ments while he was in America to the effect 
that the Free State Government desired to 
repay that money to the subscribers. In 
another reported statement there was some- 
thing said about an offer of a com- 
promise. Judge [eters was reported to have 
said that no such offer had been made, and 
that his judgment was that the money should 
be returned to the bondholder. He (Mr. 
©’Kelly) wanted to know whether the Free 
State accepted responsibility for the whole 
amount, or whether that responsibility was 
now being repudiated by the Government. 


MR. BLYTHE’S REPLY. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that he did not see how the Government could 
take advantage of any decision in America to 
escape their liability to the bondholders. So 
far as the Government were concerned, they 
regarded the result of the American litigation 
as moderately satisfactory, because the money 
would go to the bondholder, and it would 
lessen the amount that the Free State Go- 
vernment would have to pay. If the bond- 
holders got 25 per cent. the Government 
would have to pay only 75 per cent. The 
distribution by the agents of the American 
Court might be more expensive if it were 
done here. 

There would be a second distribution which 
would involve additional charges. So far 
as the home loan was concerned the o- 
vernment would require that the holders of 
transferred bonds should satisfy inquiry that 
they held them properly, for the reason that 
persons might have been induced to part with 
their bonds without receiving value for them. 
The Government would pay only the original 
bondholders. It was not a fact that £500,000 
had been lost. That money would be re- 
turned to the bondholders. 

Mr. DE VALERA (F.F., Clare) asked 
which statement were they to believe—the 
statement of the Minister for Finance or the 
statement reported in the Press as. having 
heen made ly the President in the United 
States. Was the present Executive going tu 
undertake. the responsibility of paying back 
this money ! 

STATEMENT NOT SEEN. 

Mr. COSGRAVE said that he had not seen 
the statement in the Press, but the opinion 
that he expressed was the same as that which 
was given to the Commissioner early on, and 
conld have beer seen by any Deputy. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that they now had it 
definitely and officially from the Minister for 
Finance that the obligation to the _ bond- 
holders was going to be met. He would like 
to know when. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that, so far as the home 
loan was concerned, there had been no avoid- 
able delay. It was extremely difficult to 
prepare an authentic register of all the 
original subscribers. In regard to the others, 
they could not come to any decision until 
they knew what was going to happen in the 
Courts. 

Until there was a decision of the Courts, 
they could not form any scheme for repay- 
ment, and since the decision had been an- 
nounced it had not been possible, for various 
reasons, to get ahead with the preparation 
of the scheme; but a certain amount of work 
had been done, and it would be possible be- 
fore very long to see the exact lines on 
which they would proceed. 


THREE OR FOUR MONTHS. 

Mr. DE VALERA—What does the Minister 
mean by ‘‘ before very long’’? 

Mr. BLYTHE—Three or four months— 
that is, before we can put up a scheme. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that the register in 
America was complete. 

Mr. COSGRAVE said that if it had not 
been for the interference of some people, the 
money could have been paid two years ago. 
. On a division the vote was agreed to by 
87 votes against 52. 

SUGAR FACTORY. 

Moving a vote of £67,500 for the sugar beet 
factory, Mr. BLYTHE said that the original 
amount was £198,000. The subsidy depended 
on the amount grown and the sugar pro- 
duced, and when the original estimate was 
being prepared last year it was not possible 
to form an estimate of the exact figure. The 
tetal production of sugar in the previous 
season was 11,979) tons, and the amount this 
year was 17,500 tons. A few thousand 
pounds more than the amount actually in the 
estimate would be required in respect of the 
presen! year’s crop. 

The Minister added that in the year 1926 
the acreage under beet was 9,500, and in 
1927 it was about 17,000. Owing, however, 
i less favourable conditions last year the 
yield and sugar content were less than the 
preceding year. The factory yield had 
decreased from 10 tons to § tons, and the 
sugar content from 17} per cent. to 16.8 
per cent, 

Mr. T: DERRIG, (F.F., Corlow- Kenny) 
urged that the Government could not evade 
responsibility for what might happen to the 
farmers at the end of the three years. The 
farmers were somewhat disturbed at present 
by fears and‘ anxieties, and would like to 
have a guarantee that their interests, as 
well as the interests of the factory, would 
be looked after.. An alternative to the 
present situation was the tranafer of the 
factory in. some measure to the control of the 
farmer. 

Mr, LEMASS (F.F., Sth. Dublin) said that 
there was already proof available that the 
policy of the directors was that when the 
ten-year period was up and the total subsidy 
paid they would not continue to work the 
aclory. 


The deputy was still speaking when at 8.50 
the House adjourned until 12 o'clock to-day.

EX-SERVICE MEN IN CIVIL 


SERVICE. 


Captain REDMOND (N.L., Waterford 
the Minister for Finance if he woul 
state the number of British ex-Service men 
ng as non-permanent Government clerks 
who were transferred by the Imperial Govern- 
ment to the Irish Provisional Government 
(under the Transfer of Functions Order, 1922) 
on the 6th December, 1921, and the number 
of those men who have been dismissed the 
service, and if he would also state the number 
of those dismissed officers from whom claims 
for compensation under Article X. of the 
Treaty have been received, and how many of 
those claims have been dealt with. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that no returns were available from which the 
information asked for could be obtained. He 
was not aware whether the various. depart- 
ments had any information as to the number 
of temporary clerks employed since the 
change of Government who were British ex- 
Service mén. With two exceptions, the ap- 
plications for compensation received from dis- 
charged temporary employés did not indicate 
whether applicants fell within that category. 
The applications, in common with others, 
made for compensation under Article X. await 
the reconstitution of. the machinery necessary 
to deal with such claims. The collection of 
returns necessary to give the information 
asked for in the question would involve a 
considerable amount of labour in all depart- 
ments, which he did uot consider would be 
justified by the results. 

SECONDARY TEACHERS’ PENSIQNS. 

Mr. W. E. THRIFT (Independent, Dublin 
University) asked the Minister for Finance 
whether he was yet in a position to make a 
statement with regard to a scheme of pensions 
for secondary teachers, and whether tlie 
actuarial investigation to which the Minister 
referred on July 6th, 1927, had been com- 
pleted. 

Mr. BLYTHE, replying, said that the com- 
pletion of the actuarial examination had been 
delayed by difficulties in ascertaining details 
of the basic information required by the 
actuary. Having regard to the further delay 
that might be occasioned by an endeavour to 
clear all the points in doubt, it had been 
decided to proceed with the formulation of a 
pension scheme without waiting for the receipt 
of the actuary’s report, and it was hoped that 
the instructions for preparation of the pro- 
posed necessary legislation would be given at 
the end of next week. 

THE CATTLE EMBARGO. 

Captain REDMOND asked the Minister for 
Lands and Agriculture if he was now pre 
pared to include Waterford Port in the order 
permitting the export of live stock by direct 
boats to Glasgow and Birkenhead. - 

Mr. HOGAN saidthat the decision relative 
to the landing at British ports of animals 
shipped at Waterford Port rested with the 
British Ministry and net with the Department 
in the Savurstat. In view of the Department 
of Agriculture it wuuid not, however. be 
reasonable to ask that the Port of Waterford 
should be opened until the position had 
become clearer. 

“The deputy may rest assured,’’ added Mr 
Hogan, ‘‘that as soon ag the Department. are 
satisfied that the resumption’ of stock ship- 
ments from Waterford might safely aid 
reasonably be made,: representations to tnat 
effect will be made to the British Ministry.”’ 

HORSES ON ROADS. 

Mr. M. O’REILLY (Fianna Fail, Meath) 
asked if the Minister for Local Government 
would take steps to render the road from 
Dunboyne to Dublin less dangerous for horse 
traffic. | 

Mr. MULCAHY said that that road was in 
first-class condition so far as a modern surface 
went. The problem of finding a road eurface 
at a reasonable cost, which would afford a 
good foothold for horses as well as a smooth 
service for motors, was the subject of con- 
tinued experiments in Ireland and elsewhere. 
It was hoped that a horseshoe better adapted 
to the new surfaces would be invented, and, 
with horses getting more used to the new con- 
ditions, there would be less difficulty. 

A GALWAY OUTRAGE. 

Mr. M. KILLALEA (Fianna Fail, Galway) 
asked the Minister for Justice if he was aware 
that following the hold-up of a mail car at 
Brownsgrove, County Galway, in January, 
the houses of the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, 
Secretary and Treasurer of Cortoon Cumann 
of Fianna Fail were visited and searched by 
members of the Garda Siochana, and the 
owners questioned; and if hé would state 
the nature and source of the information on 
which the Guards acted and the result of 
their search, 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that 15 
mb in all were guestioned. The Garda had 
no knowledge of the political opinions of the 
persons interrogated. 

A SHANNON WORKS CLUB. 

Answering Mr. E. Cooney (F.F., Dublin 
North), Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney said that the 
Siemens-Schuckert Shannon Workers’ Club, 
Ardnacrusha, was recently visited by mem- 
bers of the Garda Siochana, for the purpose 
of seeing that the club was properly super- 
vised, as required by the Registration cf 
Clubs Acts. The question of legal proceed- 
ings as a result was under consideration. 


BELFAST CONSPIRACY 
CHARGE. 


MAGISTRATE AND 
EVIDENCE.”’ 

The Belfast Resident Magistrate (Mr. P. J. 
O'Donoghue) yesterday dismissed the case in 
which John Walker and Agnes Walker, and 
their niece, Evelyn Magowan, were charged 
with conspiracy to defeat justice to the injury 
of Mrs. Ellen Whan. Mrs. Whan was im- 
prisoned for an alleged assault on Mrs. 
Walker, and was said to have sent poisoned 
chocolates and threatening letters to her. The 
prosecution alleged that these things were 
part of a conspiracy to get Mrs. Whan into 
trouble. 

Yesterday a new charge of perjury was 
preferred against the Walkers. 

Mrs. Whan, in cross-examination, said that 
she did not know Mrs. Walker before her 
marriage, and she never had any dealings 
with her. Walker talked to the witness about 
getting her free to marry him. 

The Migistrate interjected that it was clear 
that a sordid story was behind the case. 

Counsel for the defendants said that the 
whole charge of conspiracy had fallen to the 
ground. He charged the Crown with want 
of care in investigation before the defendants 
were put to the expense of defending them- 
selves.

INFORMATIONS REFUSED. 

The magistrate said that he had gone most 
carefully into the case, and had come to the 
conclusion that in all these charges he must 
refuse informations. The difficulty in the 
case was that they were ever in danger of 
failing to see the wood for the trees, and at 
times it seemed as if the wood was likely to 
enlarge into a vast forest. The case changed 
from day to day, and at the same time re- 
mained the same. He commented on the 
fact that the case had really started in Sep- 
tember, 1921, and that it was now February, 
1928. He said that it was only natural to 
find that some of the evidence, to say the 
least of it, was stale, and some of it had an 
ar.cient, fish-like smell, while the best of it 
was stale. 

The defendants were discharged.

COUNTY DUBLIN. 


PROPOSED RE-OPENING 


OF FACTORIES.

At yesterday’s meeting of the Dublin 
County Couneil (Mr. J. A. O'Neill presid- 
ng), & special committee of the Council that 
had been appointed to consider questions of 
unemployment in the county reported :— 

“ The matter of the provision of a sum of 
£10,000 from the local rates, subject to the 
sanction of the Free State Minister for Local 
Government, provided the State-also put up 
£10,000, for the immediate relief of un- 
employment, as an alternative to the utting 
in force of Section 13 of the Local Govern- 
ment Act of 1898, was considered, and the 
committee were unanimousiy of opinion that 
the Council should represent to the Minister 
of Local Government the desirability 
of empowering the Council to provide 
directly the sum of £10,000 out of rates. and 
that this sum be augmented by a State grant 
of £10,000, the sum so provided to Le devétad 
to a scheme of road works of public utility. 
The Committee considered the matter of the 
re-establishment of factories and works, and 
it was decided to make the following recom- 
mendations to the County Council :— 

“1. That representations be made to the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce to secure 
ae re-opening of the Clondalkin paper 
mills, 

‘‘2. That representations be made to have 
the old Balbriggan hosiery, factory ‘re-built, 
and the works re-started. 

THE LOCAL BRICK WORKS. 

“é. That representations be made to the 
Ministry to re-open all the local brick works 
in County Dublin.” 

The subject of increasing production in 
agriculture, and the establishment of new in- 
dustries, suitable to Co. Dublin, was also con- 
sidered. and it was. recommended that :— 

‘*1—Markets should be properly organised 
for all existing produce (agricultural and in- 
dustrial) through the existing machinery of 
the Ministry of Agriculture. 

“2— Transport extended and organised, so 
as to link up all outlying districts with the 
Fam arteries of traffic in conjunction with 
(1). 
paign for increased production and purchase 

‘‘3—Organisation of an intensive cam- 
within the Saorstat of Lrish goods. 

‘‘4—Careful examination by the Ministry 
of suitable industries capable of supplying 
the national requirements with a view to a 
judicious tariff being imposed where neces- 
sary.”’ 

Mrs. Cosgrave moved the adoption of the 
report, and Mr. T. O'Connor seconded. 

Mr, McCabe proposed that the question be 
adjourned, because the public bodies had 
appointed a conference to consider the whole 
matter, and, pending their consideration, that 
the Council should adjourn this proposal. 

Mr. Belton seconded, and the postpone- 
ment was agreed to unanimously. 
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TRAM VERSOS OMNIBUS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The questions raised by the Chairman 
of the Dublin United Tramways Company in 
his address to the shareholders last ‘Tuesday 
should serve once more to concentrate public 
attention upon issues which are of profound 
and pressing public importance. In approach- 
ing these issues it is, I stiggest, in the irst 
instance, essential to get our facts and 
arithmetic right. I therefore venture to ask 
you to allow me to examine one or two of the 
figures used by Mr. Hewat in his speech. 

From the general public point of view it is 
satisfactory to note that the Tramways Com- 
pany actually carried on their tramcars and 
omnibuses several millions more passengers 
than in any previous year. To the mh 
Company s figures must be added probably a 
further 10,000,000 passengers carried by in- 
dependent omnibus-owners in the Dublin area 
during the year. These figures serve to show 
that the development of the omnibus has 
created a fresh traffic and increased the 
general mobility of the community. 

In the Tramways Company s general returns 
a net profit of nearly £10,000 is shown as the 
result of the year’s operation of 54 omnibuses. 
Unfortunately, figures are not available for 
omnibus mileage costs, as they are in the 
case of the company’s trams. Records are, 
however, available showing the cost of 
operating similar omnibuses in English cities. 
These costs, when allowance has been made 
for insurance, vehicle tax and depreciation, 
may be taken as a minimum of ls. per mile 
a figure which I am sure will be accepted by 
the Tramways Company’s experts. 

Another figure, however, was quoted by 
Mr. Hewat to show the limited carrying 
capacity of an omnibus as compared with a 
tramear. He said that, while the company’s 
trams (I omit fractions) carried an average of 
twelve people per mile, the corresponding 
average for the company’s omnibus was less 
than four persons. From an examination of 
the company’s time and fare tables I find that 
the average fare paid by passengers is about 
one penny per nile If this figure is correct, 
it would seem that the company has been 
able to make a profit from omnibus receipts 
of something like four pence per mile, as 
against a total cost of one shilling. The 
explanation of this discrepancy is, I think, 
that the figure supplied to Mr. Hewat as to 
the average number of passengers carried per 
omnibus mile was very seriously wrong. 
From the records of other compames, and 
from general observation, I am inclined to 
hazard the opinion that the actual number of 
passengers carried per mile in, the company’s 
omnibuses was at least three times the number 
quoted by Mr. Hewat. If this assumption is 
correct, it destroys the whole statistical basis 
upon which Mr. Hewat founded his argument 
for the superiority of the tramcar to the 
omnibus as a means of saving street con- 
gestion. 

There are other, and much more important, 
elements in the problem than the mere con- 
siderations of the number of persons that 
articular types of vehicles can accommodate. 
‘here is the fact that a breakdown or delay 
with a single tramcar involves delay with 
every following vehicle. ‘fhe. result in prac- 
tice of this advantage is that ormnibuses, even 
when observing their speed limits, actually 
cover an equal distance in approximately half 
the time required by the tramcar. There is 
the further fact that the omnibus can set 
down and pick up its passengers at the kerb- 
stone, thus avoiding street congestion “and 
risk to pedestrians of an increasingly ‘serious 
In the nature of things, tramcars 
are compelled to halt in the middle of the 
street. If an omnibus stopped to pick up or 
set down passengers in a similar position, the 
police would naturally, and properly, enter a 
prosecution for traffic obstruction. 

Again, there is the fact that the omnibus. 
in case of fires, street processions, or other 
trafic interruptions, can be diverted to 
alternative routes. Over and above all other 
considerations is the fact that large sections 
of the public are, for whatever reason, daily 
abandoning the tram in favour of the 
omnibus. 

There is, however, one point upon which 


.we can all agree with Mr. Hewat. The rapid 


rowth in the number of small 'bus owners 
many of them owner-drivers of single 
vehicles) is, even to-day, producing reckless 
fare-cutting, dangerous speed competition, and 
general traffic chaos upon certain suburban 
routes. Further development on these lines 
must constitute a menace not alone to the 
Tramways Company, but to other responsible 
omnibus undertakings, and ultimately to the 
public. While concerned, above all things, to 
maintain the maximum freedom for ress 
enterprise, I am, therefore, compelled to the 
conclusion that standards of efficiency and safe 
management and considerations of ultimate 
public welfare demand large measures of 
unified control. Is it not possible that such 
control can be organised in such a way as to 
preserve reasonable competition and the 
priceless initiative of private enterprise? 
Such control must come by one of two 
processes—either by conference and agree- 
ment between the main transport interests 
concerned or by bureaucratic compulsion. As 
to which is the better method there can be no 
doubt. The danger is that rival transport 
interests may decide to “ fight it out’’ rather 
than make such sacrifices as are essential to 
the real interests of all parties concerned. 
That way lies disaster. Is it not possible 
that ‘‘conversations’’ should be opened 
without further delay between the Tramways 
Company, railway companies, and a few of 
the more substantial private omnibus com- 
panies operating in Dublin City and suburbs?

No police vessel must 
exceed 3,000 tons in size, and it must not 
carry more than two guns, the calibre of 
which shall not exceed two inches. The 
crews. must be volunteers, armed with 
rifles or pistols; and every mandatory 
Power will be responsible to the Inter- 
national Commission for the conduct of its 
police. For the purposes of Moscow's 
plan there would be four regions apiece in 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, two in 
the Arctic; two in the Indian Ocean, and 
one apiece in the Black Sea, North Sea, 
Mediterranean and Baltic. It is a very 
ingenious plan, and the next move in 
the Russian game will be awaited with 
interest. 

We are unable to take 
seriously in matters of this kind. Since 
the outbreak of the Bolshevist revolution 
in 1917 the whole activities of the Soviet 
Government have been directed towards the 
creation of strife and bloodshed. It has sent 
agents into all the corners of the earth, 
preaching discontent, inciting the peoples 
to civil war, and attacking the institutions 
of civilised society. .After more than ten 
years of this fell work, Bolshevist Russia 
now has the impudence to approach the 
other Powers with its disarmament plans. 
We do not deny that there has been much 
laxity among these Powers concerning the 
reduction of armaments. They have been 
differing among themselves on points of 
detail; some of them have made no secret 
of their objection to disarmament of any 
kind, and others have paid mere lip 
service to the ideal. The least sincere of 
them, however, is infinitely more sincere 
than Bolshevist Russia. The Red Army 
was created as a challenge to Europe, and 
many of its officers have been engaged | 
actively in the Chinese disturbances. 
Russian money has been given without 
stint to the sqvabbling Tuchuns, and the 
whole Chinese war has been conducted 
according to Russian plans. It may be 
that Moscow has undergone a change 
of heart during the last few weeks, 
and that we shall see M. Litvinoff 
in sackcloth and ashes at Geneva when 
the Preparatory Commission meets again ; 
but we have our doubts. The Ethiopian 
does not change his skin, and the 
Bolshevik of to-day is the same sinister 
creature that he has been since he exposed 
himself in his true colours ten years ago.

Electrical Farming. 


Early in 1929—if all goes according to 
schedule—the electricity generated by the. 
Shannon hydro-electric works will begin 
to flash along the cables that now are 


being extended over the Irish Free State. 
It is high time, therefore, that thought | 


should be given by the suite’ public to! 


the uses that can be made of an abundant 
electricity supply. In the early years of 
the scheme’s application, no doubt, com- 
paratively little use will be made of the 
electricity generated save in the cities, 
towns and larger villages. Even there it 
is likely that consumers will be slow to 
apply ‘electricity to other purposes, than 
lighting. Ultimately, however, the people 
of Southern Ireland ought to adopt the 
electrical civilisation as wholeheartedly as 
the Scandinavians, and the sooner that 
comcs about, the sooner the Shannon works 
will cease to be a burden on the annual 
Budget. A newly published volume, 
“ Electro-Farming,’’ by Mr. R. Borlase 
Matthews, describes the uses found for 
electricity in the American homestead. 
The installation, beside providing light, 
operates, with other things, a bed-warmer, 
a boiling ring, a boot cleaner, a clothes- 
drying cabinet, a cupboard-heater, a 
curling-iron, a dish-washer, a drink- 
mixer, an egg whisk, a fan, a floor-polisher 
and a foot-warmer. It cooks food and 
vefrigerates it. If drives the vacuum 
cleaner and sewing machine. Not least 
of its services is the provision of ultra- 
violet rays for the invigoration of the sick 
in winter time. It is not easy to conceive 
the Irish farmer availing himself of the 
electric foot-warmer or the electric shaving 
mug, or causing his children, in the bleak 
Irish winter, to take baths of “artificial 
sunlight.’’ We need not expect him, in 
the early years of cheap electricity, to 
seek to increase the yield of his potato 
plants by daily applications of electric 
shocks, It will take long to train him to 
force early seeds by electricity, He will 
be reluctant to instal electric light in his 
poultry houses when a miserable oil lamp 
on the wall has been so long the illumina- 
tion of his own dwelling, or to provide 
his bees in winter time with electrical 
warmth that will economise their honey 
stores. Nevertheless, these things ulti- 
mately will come to pass, and at a very 
early date the co-operative dairies ought 
to have their electrically driven plant. 
The larger farmers ought not to delay to 
equip their lands with the portable motors 
that may be wheeled hither and thither, 
connected with the convenient plugs, and 
put to the work of pumping, threshing, 
grinding, driving cream separators and 
churning. 


Jonah’s Whale. 


The story of Jonah’s journey in the 
belly of the great fish has its parallel in 
the folklore of other nations, as all 
readers of Longfellow’s ‘‘ Hiawatha ’”’ 
know. It has the likeness of an innocent 
fable, and its historical character has 
been ridiculed. A medical man who has 
sailed with the whaling ships, however, 
writing in the Daily Telegraph, makes the 
Surprising statement that his experience 
shows nothing impossible in the prophet’s 
adventure. There are six chief varieties 
of whales. The humpback, the sei-whale 
and the right whale could not provide 
from their number the great fish of the 
Biblical narrative; for their interior 
capacity would not accommodate a full- 
grown man. The sperm whale has a 
gullet large enough to admit a man; but 
his narrow mouth has tusks on either 
side, so that a passage to the gullet would 
leave the victim in tatters. Two varieties 
—the blue whale and the fin whale— 
which remain, however, have ample capa- 
city to contain a man. Moreover, when 
feeding, they are accustomed to loll cu 
the surface, with their cavernous mouths 
drooping open, so that they catch any- 
thing that drifts on the surface. They 
have no teeth. The blue whale appears 
to be a late species, confined to the far 
South. The fin whale, therefore, appears 
to be Jonah’s fish. With a long, silvery, 
torpedo-like body, he travels at a vast 
speed and with so unerring a sense of 
direction that he has been chased for 
eight hours by a steamer travelling four- 
teen knots, and .has not deviated half a 
point from his course. The writer con- 
tends that there is nothing inherently im- 
possible in a man’s surviving three days 
in the belly of such a creature, and 
being cast out by the whale, anxious to 
rid itself of its burden.

LORD CHURSTON’S LOSS, 


Valuable pictures, family heirlooms, and 
a large quantity of furniture were de- 
stroyed im a fire at Lord Churston’s estate 
near Brixham, Devon, yesterday. The 
outbreak occurred in the stables adjoining 
Lord Churston’s residence, Lupton House. 

Mrs. Maidment, wife of the caretaker, 
who lives in a house next to the stables, 
awoke shortly after 7 a.m. and detected a 
slight smell of smoke. She rushed down- 
stairs and found flames pouring from the 
stable doors and windows. She roused her 
husband, who telephoned to the local 
police station, and did his best to remove 
some of the most valuable property. 

Police were rushed to the scene on motor 
cycles and by other vehicles that could be 
pressed into service. They found that 
neonie living in the district had also 
dashed to the fire and were removing what 
furniture they could reach from the burn- 
ing bnilding. The telenhone was put out 
of order, and a constable hastily motored 
to (hurston Railway Station, and from 
there telephoned to the Torquay and 
Paignton Fire Brigades, which assisted the 
Brixham Brigade. 

The treasures burnt were relics saved 
from the disastrous fire which entted the 
mansion tw years ago. The main 
mansion, which is in process of being re- 
built, stands some distance from the 
stables, and was not affected. 

Much of the furniture has happily been 
saved. said an employé on the estate, but 
the loss of the pictures—and most of 
these were ruined—means a great blow to 
Lord Churston ; they. were priceless heir- 
looms. 

News of the fire was telephoned to Lord 
Churston in London, and he immediately 
left for his Devon home. He arrived there 
yesterday afternoon and took charge of 
affairs. His wife, formerly Miss Denise 
Orme. the musical comedy actress, is 
shortly to make her reappearance on the 
West End stage.

last year’s experience. As a result, som 
sixty new road telephone boxes have been 
erected in various parts of the country; 4 
number of special danger signs has been 
placed at points of partic ular and u. sual 
danger, and night signs for direetiona!

road junctions. In addition, the number 
of guides on the roads is being very 
largely augmented, the new men are 
being instructed in traffic control and 
direction, and they will gradually take 
up their duties a- the da vs lengthen and 
the amount of traffic on the roads 
increases. These men will be employed 
on duty at fixed points where traffic con- 
trols are required, on patrol on isolated 
stretches of road. where telephones anc 
other facilgties are not available, and ir 
areas wher special circumstances call for 
the presence of men skilled in the 
handling of motor traffic.

had been’ made, or where small awards 
had been recommended, and that in view 
of the care and the regard for the public 
interest which the Irish Grants Com- 
mittee had shown, any drastic scaling 
down of their recommendations would 
undoubtedly involve quite unmerited 
hardship. in many cases, and. would 
frustrate the clear and often repeated 
purpose of the Government. We have 
decided, therefore—without abandoning 
the decision of the Government, that it 
cannot commit itself to an unlimited 
liability—that we shall allot the sum of 
one million pounds, which, we believe, 
will be sufficient to enable us to carry out 
these recommendations in full, or, at the 
very worst, to involve a slightly smaller 
allocation in respect of the larger recom- 
mendations. 


MEETING URGENT CLAIMS. 

In the meantime, in order to meet the 
urgent need of many claimants, we have 
decided that all recommendations up: to 
£1,000 should be paid in full at once, 
and a 60 per cent. interim payment made 
on all recommendations above that sum. 
I have had an estimate prepared in the 
Dominions Office of the total number of 
claims which will be affected by those 
interim payments, and I understand that, 
as a result of the decision come to, 83 per 
cent. of the awards will be paid in full 
immediately, and another 6 per cent., at 
least, will immediately get between 80 
a 100 per cent. of the recommendations 
made. 


THE PRESENT POSITION. 

The actual position up to date is as 
follows:—The total number of claims 
submitted has been 3,300, and up to the 
end of last week 1,715 of those claims 
have been dealt with, on which a total 
recommendation of £704,688 was made. 
It may appear that the remaining 1,585 
claims would require more than ,000 
to meet them. I wish to point out that, 
in the first place, the Committee dealt 
with claims in the order in which they 
were received, and naturally, on the 
whole, the more grievous and urgent cases 
came in first. Over and above that, the 
Committee specially set aside’ the 
vacation last summer in order to get 
ahead with the larger claims, and over 
75 per cent. of these, for more than 
£10,000, have already been disposed of, 
and the remaining claims contained a 
very much larger proportion than those 
already dealt with of claims for quite 
small amounts. } 

Certainly the belief that I have been able 
to arrive at is that we shall come out very 
close indeed to a million pounds, and I shall 
be not in the least surprised if we come out 
at a figure definitely below that amount. 
Under these cireumstances I entirely sympa- 
thise with the resolution and devotion which 
hon. members have given in that House, in 
pressing forward the claims of these loyalists, 
and whilst I entirely understood why they 
should have put down these amendments, I 
should be inclined ‘to advise them to hold 
their hands and await the outcome of the 
Committee's recommendations. I do not be- 
lieve that when these recommendations are 
complete they will have any reason to be 
disappointed. 


PROFOUND RELIEF. 


Speaking for myself, it is with a feeling ol 
profound relief that I lay before the House 
the evidence I have laid as to the fulfilment 
of our debts, and as to the measure of the 
relief which will be deeply appreciated by 
those who have suffered in Ireland. No 
monetary compensation can ever make up for 
what they have lost. If in any form here or 
hereafter there is still a shadow of disap- 
pointment over the whole transaction in 
which the British Government has endea- 
voured to do its duty under very difficult 
circumstances, I think we can fairly put for- 
ward two considerations which were urged in 
a very striking leading article which appeared 
in the Jrish Times two days ago. It said 
—‘‘Two considerations may be set legitim- 
ately against disappointed hopes. One is the 
present state of the British Treasury, drained 
by vast social expenditure and by a long 
period of industrial depression. The other— 
for which there are a thousand proofs in the 
history of post-war Europe—is the fact that 
no other Government would have gone nearly 
so far as the British Government has gone 
in the honouring of a moral responsibility.” 

On these grounds, concluded: Mr. Amery. 
I move the revised estimate. 

Answering a question by Sir Basil Peto, 
Mr. Amery said that the original date for all 
claims to be sent in was the 35lst January, 
1927, but it was afterwards found that in 
many cases, for certain reasons, people had 
not sent in their claims, and the Government 
felt that, in fairness. these claims should be 
subsequently admitted.

AMERICA WITH PRESIDENT CosGRAVE. 
DO not remember to have been greatly 
impressed by my first sight of America. 
It was when the ~ fsa ay in quaran- 
tine, about 10 o’clock at night, and with 
other passengers I hastened to the deck- 
side to catch my first glimpse of Long 
Island. There was little in the sight to 
stir the emotions or fire the imagination— 


Just distant miles of twinkling lights; 


dark, lazily swelling waters and a 
monstrous: electric sign that adjured one 
to save one’s digestion with. a __ little 
chewing-gum. Conveyed as fearsomely in 
his day, a similar injunction must surely 
have sent Columbus hurriedly about his 
business, if, indeed, it did not drive the 
stout adventurer to hari-kari on the spot. 

The “ new world ” had, however, vastly 
improved on second sight; for it was day- 
light when I saw it again, and the dissolv- 
ing mists of early morning were slowly— 
magically, as it were—unfolding New 
York’s remarkable skyline to the view, 
while on all sides of us swarmed seacraft 
of every size, form and utility. Most 
noticeable of these is the police patrol 
boat—not one, but a veritable fleet of them 
—dipping and rolling violently in a mad 
career about the harbour, of which the 
least intrepid rum-runner is not yet shy. 


THE DOLLAR CHECK. 

After he has landed in America, 
perhaps, the most vivid realisation of his 
whereabouts comes. to the visitor when he 
sets out in search of food. If he strolls 
into the first restaurant he meets, a 
bustling gentleman inside the door, will 
hand him a check which has been punched 
to the value of one dollar. He will then 
look around helplessly to sce a few score 
of apparent diners helping themselves 
with wolfish zest from a profusion of 
smoking dishes spread over two or three 
counters. If he is wise, he will seat him- 
self quietly in the nearest available seat ; 
for otherwise he is certain to be felled to 
the floor in the appalling strife raging 
round and about him. 

If he seats himself quietly, on the other 
hand, this remarkable act will indubitably 
attract the attention of one of the 
restaurant's servants, who will charitably 
instruct him in the ways. of the Institu- 
tion. first by handing him a plate ol 
serviceable dimensions, and after by steer- 
ing him salely past the different counters, 
from which he may pick and choose to 
the value of his dollar. After he has 
“ made-up” his plate in this way he can— 
if his appetite still persist—take it to the 
nearest marble-topped table and _ fall-to 
with all the heartiness of his disposition. 


‘“CLAM CHOWDER.” 

More probably, however, he will exercise 
some pains in the selection of his eating- 
place, but, be it average hotel or average 
restaurant, the first thought that will 
suggest itself to him is that he can do 
without ‘‘clam chowder,’ and the last 
thing that will strike him—for the reason 
that he will eat before he pays—is that he 
has consumed eight shillings’ worth of 
food without the slightest hint of over- 
feeding from the inside. Incidentally, a 
bill in America is ‘‘ your check, which 
the waiter with the utmost delicacy always 
places face downwards on your plate. I 
think that the sight of an upturned check 
on a patron’s plate would be the cause of 
such embarrassment to an American 
waiter as the indiscreet exhibition of a 
female ear or ankle caused to the beholder 
in a bygone age. 

Besides the fact that he 
difficult to obtain a. meal for 1a 
sum than two dollars, the hungry visitor. 
will note that, if he demand “' oatmeal,’’ 
he is likely to get his porridge sooner, and 
that failure to order one of the numerous 
cereals provided is destined to brand hin 
at once in the eyes of the waiter as a 
foreigner and, therefore, a potentially 
‘easy mark.” Lastly, he will observe 
that it is not merely permissible, but 
generally habitual, to smoke from begin- 
ning to end of any meal, whether it be 
a quick lunch in a public restaurant or a 
private dinner party. One thing of which 
I am convinced is that, outside chewing- 
eum, fountain pens and cameras, the 
visitor will want to buy little in America. 
He can purchase all other articles for less 
than half the price at home. 


RAILWAY STATION STORES. 

Of their railroad stations the American 
cities which we visited may be justly 
proud. Built on the grand scale, they 
represent what is best in American archi- 
tecture. Within their precincts, too, are 
crowded all sorts of stores where up to late 
hours one can buy anything from a pack 
of playing-cards to a 90-guinea coat. One 
may also obtain on the station premises a 
dinner of superlative merit and cost, or, 
if it better suits the whim to retain some- 
thing in the pocket, one can join the 
numerous herd which sits on high stools 
and cries, ‘‘ Waiter, one oyster stoo.’’ The 
ovster stew is one of America’s national 
dishes, served piping hot in a capacious 
bowl.

With American hotels I, 
have only one quarrel—namely, that their 
central heating makes one’s bedroom well- 
nigh insufferable. It 1s true that very 
often the room is equipped with an electric 
fan, but very often it is not—in which 
event it can yield few points to Hades. 
There seems to be no method of regulatng 
the temperature to one’s very simple, \but 
urgent, needs. One flies for succour to 
the window, but the icy blast which 
promptly penetrates to every nook and 
cranny of the room makes a desperate 
remedy too desperate. One closes the 
window and returns again to the distress- 
ing warmth of the interior. 

Of the American telephone system the 
Irish or English visitor will retain the 
most favourable impression. The service 
is excellent, and the experience of people 
who have lived for many years in America 
confirms my. belief that there 1s no more 
courteous body of public servants in the 
world than the American telephone 
operators. My experience among members 
of the general public was not the same, 
in street, hotel or restaurant. Indeed, I 
think that in London or Dublin the 
average man in the street performs more 
small acts of courtesy in a day than the 
New Yorker in a lifetime. It may, of 
course, be that occasional cups of coffee 
spilled over the person without apology 
or regret prejudice one’s view in such 
matters. 

In a despatch from America I referred 
to the cities’ almost perfect regulation of 
traffic. A word should be said of the pas- 
senger traffic on the subways and elevated 
railways. With the characteristic 
American passion for time-saving and 
labour-saving, a device has been brought 
into use on both the subway and elevated 
systems that virtually eliminates porter 
service,. while it effectively prevents con- 
gestion. Entrance to the platform is 
through turnstiles, every one of which |

HERE was considerable discussion yes- 
terday regarding the announcement 
made by Mr. Blythe that the Free State 
Government intend to introduce new legis- 
lation in the Dail as an offset to the Privy 
Council’s decision im the Wigg and 
Cochrane case. 

This decision, according to Mr, Blythe, 
if put into effect, would have accorded 
civil servants transferred from the British 
Government to the Irish Free State a 
higher bonus upon retirement than they 
would have received had they remained 
in the British Civil Service or than would 
be received on their ultimate retirement 
by those eivil servants who elect to remain 
in.the Service of the Free State. 

Mr. Blythe held that such a result was 
not intended by Article X. of the Treaty, 
and with this view Mr. Amery concurred 
when he replied to a series of questions 
on the subject in the House of Commons 
yesterday. He said thzt the British 
Government had been informed in advance 
of Mr. Blythe’s proposal. He did not 
reply to a supplementary question re- 
garding the position of the Privy Council.

PREPARED TO ACCEPT 

FREE STATE VIEW. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 
Str W. Davison (C., Kensington) asked 
the Secretary for the Dominions whether 
his attention had been drawn to the 
announcement made in the Dail on the 
subject of the compensation to civil 
servants under Article 10 of the Treaty 
of 1921, and whether His Majesty’s 
Government had any statement to make. 

Mr. Amery (Dominion Secretary )}—Yes. 
His Majesty’s Government in Great 
Britain was informed in advance of the 
announcement which His Mayjesty’s 
Government in the Irish Free State pro- 
posed to make as to the policy to be 
adopted in the matter of the compensation 
of civil servants under Article 10 of the 
Articles of Agreement. His Majesty’s 
Government in Great Britain indicated 
that they accepted the view that it would 
not be equitable that the transferred civil 
servants should receive more favourable 
treatment in the matters in qtéstion 
which relate to the treatment of bonus 
than if they had. remained in the Civil 
Service of this country, and that tliey 
would be prepared, subject to agreement 
as to details of the legislation contem- 
plated, to give their concurrence and co- 
operation in the proposed policy outlined 
by His Majesty’s Government in the Irish 
Free State. 


THE TREATY POSITION. 

Sir W. Davitson—Will the right hon. 
gentleman. say why these British civil 
servants are to be deprived of the rights 
they had under Article 10 of the Treaty 
as decided by a recent Privy Council 
judgment ? 

Mr. Amerny—The clear intention of 
those who framed the Treaty was that 
these civil servants should not be put into 
a worse position in respect of pensions or 
compensation than if they had remained 
in the service of the Crown under the 
sritish Government. The conditions of 
the pension which govern British civil 
servants to-day were fixed a short time 
before the transfer took place. Therefore, 
what the Government of the Irish Free 
State is doing is to put them in the 
position contemplated—namely, in the 
position corresponding to that of British 
civil servants in this country. 

Sir W. Davison—Does the right hon. 
gentleman not remember that when the 
Treaty was before this House we were told 
not a line or a comma should be 
altered, but it must be taken as a whole, 
and these civil servants, rightly or 
wrongly, had rights under the Treaty 
which would be decided by the Privy 
Council? Why are they to te deprived 


between the two Governments ? 

Mr. AmMery—It is an arrangement in- 
tended to carry out the intention of those 
who framed the Treaty. 


PRIVY COUNCIL’S PUSITION. 

Sir W. Davison—Is not the Privy 
Council the right body to decide matters 
of this kind, and has not this case been 
brought before the Privy Council, which 
decided that these civil servants were 
justified in the claim they have made?

PRINCE OF WALES ON THE 
SHIPPING INDUSTRY. 
The Prince of Wales, as Master of the 
Merchant Navy and ‘Fishing Fleets, who 
was the principal guest last night at the 
annual banquet of the Chamber of 
Shipping of the United Kingdom at the 
Guildhall. London, said that the King 
was very pleased with the way in which 
his compliment to the Merchant Navy 

was received on all sides. 

“ For myself, I need hardly say how 
proud I am of this new and very high 
appointment that I have received—an 
appointment which is going to associate 
me still more with a branch of our 
national life to which this country owes 
the foundations of its commercial 
prosperity.’’

U.S. PRESIDENTIAL 
ELECTION SURPRISE.

From REUTER's CORRESPONDENT. 


WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

Mr. Herbert Hoover, the Secretary of 
Commerce, who is at present the favourite 
among the possibilities for this year’s 
presidential election, has proclaimed him- 
self a strong supporter of prohibition. 

In an open letter to Senator Borah 
(who recently addressed a questionnaire on 
prohibition to all potential presidential 
candidates), Mr. Hoover declares that the 
United States has deliberately undertaken 
a great social and economic experiment, 
noble in motive, and far-reaching in pur- 


se. 
He definitely pledges himself to support 
the prohibition amendment. 
The foregoing is the first declaration of 
any kind that. Mr. Hoover has made on 


‘the prohibition question since his presi- 


dential campaign was definitely in- 
augurated ten days ago. His categorical 
pronouncement on one of the most deli- 
cate and dangerous political issues of the 
day has created a sensation here. 

PROHIBITION MEANS PROSPERITY. 

Some observers think it is bad policy 
on Mr. Hoover's part, as it will alienate 
at one swoop the large ‘‘ wet ” following 
that exists in the Republican ranks. 
Whatever his private views may be, how- 
ever, on the philosophy of prohibition, it 
is known that Mr. Hoover, in his capacity 
of Secretary of Commerce, and with his 
many years of experience of industrial 
conditions, holds strongly the view that 
the abounding material prosperity of the 
United States at the present time is 
largely traceable to the economic conse- 
quences of prohibition among the working 
classes. 

It was generally believed that both Re- 
publicans and Democrats would endeavour 
to shelve prohibition as a subject of con- 
troversy in the. next election, but this 
unexpected move on the part of Mr. 
Hoover will probably force the whole 
problem. into the limelight of party 
politics. 


DEMOCRAT'S “ WET” PLANK. 

Governor Al Smith, of New York, the 
favourite Democratic candidate, is known 
to support a system of State option in re- 
gard to the sale of light wines and beer, 
and many political observers think that 
the Democratic Party may possibly adopt 
this as a plank in their platform, to serve 
as a popular counter-attraction to an 
officially “ dry ” Republican programme.

CUT IN U.S. NAVAL 
PROGRAMME, 


NO NEW SUBMARINES TO 
BE BUILT. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

The House of Representatives Naval 
Committee to-day decided to authorise 
the construction of 15 cruisers and one 
aircraft carrier, as against the 71 war 
vessels demanded by Mr. Wilbur, Secre- 
tary for the Navy. The new programme 
will cost $274,000,000, compared with the 
$740,000,000 at first suggested. 

The first of the proposed vessels must 
be laid down within three years, and al! 
must be completed within six years. 

In view of Mr. Kellogg's pronounce- 

ment, that the United States was willing 
to abolish submarines provided the other 
Powers would do the same, the Committee 
rejected the Navy Department's demand 
for 52 submarines. 
_ The Committee also approved an 
important proviso—that, in the event of 
any agreement for the further limitation 
of naval armament by an International 
Conference to which the United States is 
a signatory, the naval construction will 
be suspended.

CURIOUS POSITION IN 
NORTH DUBLIN.

The Government has decided to hold a 
by-election in North Dublin City, for the 
seat that Mr. James Larkin contested as 
a Communist at the general election in 
September last. 

In the Dail yesterday Mr. Eamonn 
Duggan gave notice that he will move on 
Tuesday next: “ That the Speaker direct 
the Clerk of the Dail to issue his writ for 
the election of a member to fill the 
vacancy which exists in the borough con- 
stituency of Dublin North, caused by the 
fact that only seven persons instead of 
eighS were elected to represent that con- 
stituency in Dail Eireann at the general 
election held on the 15th day of Septem- 
ber, 1927.”’ 

Presumably, the Government's view is 
that Mr. Larkin was not elected a 
member of the Dail at all, although he 
was declared returned by the returning 
oflicer at the conclusion of the count. The 
precise ground upon which this view is 
based has not been officially disclosed, but, 
no doubt, it will be revealed during the 
debate on the motion. 

The Labour Party has 
sidered what its attitude to the motion 
will be, but I am informed that the 
Fianna Fail Party will strongly oppose it.

DARWIN, Thursday. 

Mr. Bert Hinkler did not continue his 
flight to-day, but he intends to start again 
to-morrow. Although his chief desire to- 
day seemed to be.a rest, he was on the 
landing ground at an early hour inspect- 
ing his machine. He decided to overhaul! 
his engine before he begins the next stage. 
He expects to leave at daylight to-morrow 
for Camooweal, and will probably continue 
to Longreach on Saturday, and Bundaberg, 
Queensland, on Sunday.

He had only a drink of water before he 
left Bima, Dutch East Indies, for Darwin, 
and carried no food on the journey. He 
intends to attempt a return trip to 
London imniediately after his visit to the 
South, in the hope of completing the: 
return journey within five weeks of the 
date of leaving England. The machine 
looks spick and span, as though it had 
just left the factory.

DARWEN CHURCH 
DISPUTE. 
DEMAND FOR VICAR'S 
REMOVAL. 


An important statement on the Anglo- 
Catholic dispute at St. Cuthbert’s, 
Darwen, and the future of the church was 
made at a meeting attended by 1,000 
parishioners last night. 

Mr. Moore; vicé-chairman of the 
Parochial Church Council, said that in 
their resistance to the new Catholicism at 
Darwen they had never attacked any 
other religious faith, but had always 
shown that they were determined, at any 
cost, to maintain their own faith in their 
own church. They had never wavered in 
their opinions, that there was only one 
solution to the strike, and that was the 
removal of the present vicar, Mr. Lauria, 
from the parish. Mr. Lauria, he said, 
had not made a definite statement in 
answer to the question whether he would 
drop the Sung Eucharist at the Services, 
and he was now to take a three months 
holiday at his own request. The Bishop 
of Blackburn would appoint a successor, 
and he had been given to understand 
what sort of a man they wanted for their 
church, and the only sort of man with 
which they would be satisfied at St. 
Cuthbert’s. The bishop fully realised the 
position, and they were hoping that he 
would make a wise selection, and that 
they had seen the last of their present 
vicar. 


THE BELFAST RATES. 
A REDUCTION OF SEVEN- 
PENCE, 

The Belfast rates are to be reduced by 
7d. in the £ for the coming year, making 
the consolidated rate 10s. 10d. in the &, 
compared with lls. 5d. this year and 
10s. 8d. last year. These rates do not in- 
clude a water rate of 2s. levied by. the 
Belfast Water Commissioners, but they 
do include the poor rate and all muni- 

cipal rates. : 

At a meeting of tae Finance Committee 
of the Corporation yesterday the estimates 
were carefully examined, and it was found 
that a reduction could be made in the 
rates of 7d. 

It is understood that the reduction is 
due to the following savings :—Poor rate 
demand, 2d.; criminal injuries compen- 
sation, 24d. lower; police levy, 2éd. 

There has been no reduction in the de- 
mand by the spending departments of the 
Council, notwithstanding the vigorous 
campaign which lias been carried out for 
the past few years for reduced expendi- 
ture. It is expected, however, that when 
the Special Committee of six, which was 
recently appointed under the presidency 
of the Lord Mayor, has had time to in- 
vestigate the working of the various de- 
partments, it will produce recommenda- 
tions which will lead to considerable 
savings in all departments of the Cor- 
poration. 

It is evident, however, that the rate- 
payers are not going to gain any advan- 
tage by further rate reductions, during 
the next twelve ‘months, through the 
efforts of this Committee.

AIL EIREANN can always be relied 

upon to provide unexpected sensa- 
tions. Yesterday, in tha middle of the 
debate on the Dentists Bill, a division 
was demanded, and we were treated to the 
spectacle of Mr. de Valera and some of 
his principa] henchmen voting in the same 
lobby with Mr. Cosgrave, while some of 
the leading Government supporters voted 
with the other Fianua Fail deputies. 

A minor sensation was provided imme- 
diately after questions had been disposed 
of. 

The Minister for Justice flatly eon- 
tradicted a statement made by a Fianna 
Fail deputy on the previous evening to the 
effect that he had? declared a judymen’ 
of Mr. Justice Hanna’s to be wrong. 


OBITER DICTA. 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney was at creat 
pains to point out tha; he had merely 
stated that an obiter dictum contained in 
the judgment was wrong—an oliter dictum 
being defined by him as a statement made 
by judges which did not go to the founda. 
tion of their judgment o° have anything 
at all to do with that judgment, and, in 
consequence, could not be taken as state- 
ments laving down the law. 

The Fianna Fail deputy (Mr. Flinn) 
expressed his willingness to debate the 
question there and then. “' Queensberry 
rules," said his manner. 

“ You will not,” said the Speaker, with 
emphasis, and the House laughed 
delightedly. 

The Speaker went on to say that a 
judgment given in the courts could not be 
canvassed or discussed in the Dail. 

‘* Tt is wrong,” said the deputy. 

“The deputy must not say that a ruling 
siven from the Chair is wrong,’ said the 
Speaker severely. 

‘‘T am only repeating the remark of the 
Minister for Justice,’’ protested the 
deputy. 

“The deputy,’ declared the Speaker, 
“has made a statement which, in my 
considered judgment, is a complete mis- 
statement reflecting upon the Mimister for 
Justice and upon the conduct of the 
Chair of the House at that particular 
moment. ”’ 

And that ended it, although the deputy 
did not seem quite satisfied. 


A CONFUSION OF BRICKS. 

The familiar problem of ‘* making 
bricks without straw ” did not confront 
the House when the second stage of the 
Local Government (Rates on Small 
Dwellings) Bill, 1928, came up. On the 
contrary, the Minister for Local Govern- 


|! ment and Public Health provided mem- 


bers with a plenitude of straw from which 


| they made a multitude of bricks, but in-

MANY VETERINARY 
INSPECTIONS. 
FEAR Se sit 
NOT ONE SUSPICIOUS 
CASE FOUND.

The situation in Wexford continues to 
be satisfactory. Reports received by the 
Free State Department of Agriculture last 
night from the inspectors in charge not 
only in Wexford town, but at other centres 
in County Wexford, indicate that all the 
animals examined yesterday have been 
found free from disease. The control staff 
have inspected 619 animals. The licensing 
staff at one centre examined in all 271 
animals, in a second 439, at a third 22, 
and at the fourth 208. All those 1,559 
animals have been found free from 
disease. 

The examining operations have now ex- 
tended over six days, and covered a pro- 
gressively widening area around the 
premises on which the outbreak occurred, 
and have been prosecuted by the licensing 
staff on many farms in other parts of the 
County Wexford. The fact that these 
inspections have disclosed not a single 
suspicious case strengthens the hope that 
the outbreak will prove to be an isolated 
one. 


THE DUBLIN CATTLE 
MARKET,

LARGELY REDUCED 
SUPPLIES. 

Holyhead and Fishguard have been 
added to the list of British ports at which 
cattle from Ireland may be landed for 
slaughter within 96 hours. 

Although the outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease in Wexford naturally had 
an effect on the Dublin Cattle Market 
yesterday, the upset to the trade was not 
as serious as it might have been. There 
was a big falling off in the supplies of 
both fat cattle and sheep, milch. cows 
were almost unsaleable, and the supply 
of stores sent to the salesmen was very 
much below the average. The total of 
2,182 fat cattle was ¥41 down on last 
week's figure, and there were only 2,521 
sheep, as against last Thursday's 5,096. 
The market was, of course, without the 
supplies of stall-fed beasts from County 
Wexford. 

On Wednesday morning it was announced 
that cattle for slaughter on landing would 
be allowed into the ports of Birkenhead, 
Manchester and Glasgow. That great 
relief to the trade came, however, just a 
little late for the Dublin market, Sellers, 
naturally, expected that under the circum- 
stances the English buyers would not 
attend, and kept their stock at home. 
There was a falling off in the attendance 
of cross-Channel buyers, and, even with 
the reduced numbers ot beasts on offer, 

rices did not show any advance on the 
Ea quotations. Satistaction was, how- 
ever, expressed that there was no con- 
siderable fall for the more finished beasts, 
which were sold well in the early hours 
for the home trade. Large lots of the 
rougher sorts and heavy bullocks remained 
unsold. | 

SHEEP DEARER. 

The shortage of supplies in the sheep 
section was responsible for a sharp rise 
in prices all round. Really choice 
butchers’ animals were as much as ten 
shillings a head dearer than last week, 
and the average rise in values is put at 
from half-a-crown to five shillings. 

As the ports are open only for beasts 
for slaughter, there was no buying of 
milch cows or store cattle for shipping. 
There was no local demand for the 
milkers, and the stores sent in were for 
the most part from dealers who had been 
buying down the country and had no 
means of keeping the animals. The prices 
that ruled in the rings were about the 
same as last week. 

There was a feeling of optimism in the 
market that by next Thursday, all going 
well, the shipping trade for fat cattle and 
sheep will be back again almost to normal. 
The trade in stores must remain upset for 
at least another fortnight. 


INSPECTIONS IN 
WEXFORD TOWN. 


DEPARTMENT’S ADVICE TO 
FARMERS. 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
WEXFORD, Thursday. 

In an interview to-day Captain Purdy, 
V.S., expressed himself highly pleased 
with the general situation, and said that 
they believed they had now disposed of the 
outbreak as far as the Wexford district 
was concerned. The Civic Guard patrols 
are constantly on duty at Ferrybridge, 
New Ross, which connects Wexford with 
Kilkenny, and at the railway viaduct at 
Campile, where Wexford joins Waterford. 
In every other district the same strict 
supervision is being observed by the 
Guards, so that there is no possibility of 
any movements of stock without detection. 

To-day three veterinary inspectors were 
engaged in the examination of all the live 
stock jn Wexford town. In this work 
they are being assisted by the Guards, 
who had a census of the anima)s prepared 
beforehand. 

The premises and out-offices of those 
persons whose stock have been slaughtered 
are now being disinfected. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have advised that 
farmers living within five miles of 
the infected premises, and others resident 
within that area whose business brings 
them into frequent contact with cattle, 
sheep and swine, if at all possible, should 
not attend the Dublin Spring Show... They 
are urged not to come into contact with 
any animals other than their own or with 
those on which they are ordinarily in 
attendance, until such time as there is no 
longer any special risk of the spreading of 
infection.

mittee’s work had been done at every stage 
with due regard to the interests of the genera! 
“agp and the recommendations not 
considered excessive. was using mild 
language when he said that they were not 
excessive. He could not help cont the 
terms of reference to the Irish Gan bia 
mittee with the statement of the Duke of 
Devonshire when he said that the Govern- 
ment had an obligation to see that fall and 
ample justice was done in every case, and 
saying that something very much Jesy! than 
full and ample justice was provided for in 
the terms of reference. | 
There was also the scaling down of claims 
until they would not stand any farther scaling 
down. In this connection he asked to be 
allowed to give one illustration He quoted 
the case of a small farmer in Southern Ire- 
land, who was subjected to continuous perse- 
cution prior to the 1921 settlement. His 
cattle were seized. He was imprisoned, re- 
fused permission to see his wife, who was ill, 


_and his child, which was dying. His property 


was looted. and he was ill-treated till rescued 
by the police force. He was again seized by 
armed men a week later, kept prisoner in a 
cattle house, sentenced to death by court- 
martial, reprieved on surrendering his 
property, and exiled from the -country. 
He arrived in Eigland destitute in 1922, and 
in 1928 was still awaiting fulfilment of the 
Government’s pledges. The amount of the 
claim in that case was £15,000. The amount 
awarded was £2,200, and the amount that 
would have been awarded in full compensa- 
tion under the previous scale was £980. The 
recommendations of the Conimittee could not 
be considered satisfactory. 
A CAUSE OF COMPLAINT. 

He drew attention to another point on 
which they had a right to protest—one over 
which the Secretary of State had skated. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer had stated 
on Monday that the conclusion the Govern- 
ment came to—that in any case they. were 
not going to find more than £400,000—was 
communicated to the Grants Committee at 
the time it was being set up. He thought 
that they had some cause for complaint as 
to the secrecy and air of mystery in which 
the whole proceedings of the Irish Grants 
Committee had been conducted. The fact 
that the terms of reference were so limited, 
and that from the outset the Committee were 
told, in effect, that whatever decision they 
came to there was only £400,000 to meet 
their recommendations, must have influenced 
their decisions. He did not agree that the 
Sumner Commission was a parallel to the 
Irish Grants Committee, as had been stated. 
The injuries to the people of this country, 
with which the Commission dealt, were a 
risk to which every subject was liable, and 
from which the Government were. doing 
everything they could to protect the whole 
of the citizens. 

The injuries suffered in Ireland were suf- 
ferod only by a small section—by the loyal 
section—and after the Government had with- 
drawn all protection from them. Further, 
in the case of the Irish Grants Committee, 
there was only three and a half months for 
claimants to send in their claims. These 
people were living in Ireland, where there 
was no free Press—many of them living in 
remote parts, who never heard of the Com- 
mittee till months afterwards. One of the 
most satisfactory parts of the Secretary of 
State’s statement was that valid claims were 
not to be barred simply on account of the 
fact that they were not in by January ól, 


, 
THE EXTENSION OF TIME. 

Mr, Amery, intervening, said that cases 
sent in after that date, up to nearly 500, had 
been accepted, and cases would be simularly 
accepted up to tlie end of the present month. 
Mr. D. YD. Reid asked if that would apply 
to cases sent in and rejected. 
Mr. Amery—If they were rejected on 
grounds of time only, I imagine that would 
be the case. 
Sir Basil Peto, while welcoming this state- 
ment, pointed out that it only gave six days 
to anyone who had not sent in a claim. It 
would be more reasonable if a slightly longer 
time was given. According to the statement 
made by the Chancellor of the Exchequer on 
Monday, 60 per cent. of the larger claims—. 
over 24, was to be paid immediately in 
full, whilst the remaining 40 per cent. should 
wait until the whole of the claims were con- 
sidered. But a great many of these people 
were in urgent need, in order to re-establish 
themselves, of the full amount of these com- 
=) small recommendations that had 

en made in their favour. He asked whether, 
when they had got into the new financial 
year, the right hon. gentleman could 
not see his way without doing 
away with the principle on which 
the Goverument stood as to payment 
in full to consent to payment of a larger 
amount than 60 per cent., as it was quite 
obvious that the Government ntust have 
provision for a larger amount than that per- 
centage. They should not keep these people 
waiting. They had been waiting for a long 
time. (Hear. hear.) 


THE FINAL DATE. 

Another point which he wished to raise 
was that, by the terms of reference, the final 
date for claims was 12th May, 1923. They 
were to consider all the claims that had arisen 
for injuries, and so-forth, between 11th July, 
1921, and 12th May, 1923. He did not think 
that, because of the passing of the Act by 
the Free State Parliament, fixing that date, 
people who suffered injury after that date 
should not get full and ample justice from 
the Government of this country. He hoped 
that the Dominion Secretary would see his 
way to say that it was reasonable that the 
lrish Grants Committée should not be limited 
to considering cases prior to 12th May, 1923. 


LABOUR'S SUSPICION. 
ATTITUDE TO CLAIMS. 


Mr. Wheatley (Labour) said that the 
information given to the House made it clear 
that this matter should be examined with 
the greatest care, if not with considerable 
suepicion., .They had been told that 3,300 
claims had been lodged, that something like 
1,700 had been already examined, and that 
about 50 per cent. had been rejected. Sir 
Basil Peto had said that the Irish loyalists 
had not been sufficiently well informed as to 
what their chances were likely to be if they 
lodged an appeal to the Government. That 
was scarcely borne out by the figures given 
by Mr. Amery. It was quite evident that 
there were hundreds of people in the South 
of Ireland who realised that there was a 
chance of putting their hands into the 
pockets of the British taxpayer, and who 
took an early opportunity to lodge ciaims for 
compensation, which had not been justified. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Howard Bury—They 
were onteide the terms of reference. 

Mr, Wheatley said that he cnly knew that 
they were rejected, and rvjecied by 
people who might be assumed to have 
a bine in their favour. Hon. members 
who came from the South of Ireland knew 
that probably the most popular people there 
were the Irish loyalists, and that the 
Protestant section had for many ee pe gr 
had a considerable portion of the business of 
that part of the country, and had been 
treated in a most friendly manner by their 
Catholic neighbours, and at no period of the 
agitation had they any considerable cause of 
discontent. 

They “were asked to vote money from the 
British Exchequer in a most generous manner, 
to people who were far better off than those 
who were asked to contribute. The case of 
the poor farmer had been quoted, who had 
laid a claim for £15,000. A small farmer 
who could afford to lose £15,000 had been 
evidently very generously treated by the 
community among whom he lived. In this 
country they had people who suffered a con- 
siderable loss, but who had never thought 
of laying a claim for £15,000, 


A COMPARISON. 

The people of Whitehaven would be among 
those who would be asked to subscribe to this 
million pounds. They had thirteen or fourteen 
miners killed there in the last few weeks. 
The miners of Britain were just as loyal as 
farmers in the South of Ireland, and the

posals of a Conservative in 
1928. The main ground for this award was 
the loyalty of these people, their services to 
Great Britain, and how much we were in- 
debted to them. Had they been members of 
the Irish working class they would not have 
heard of this at all. They had men voting 
in this House who represented Northern Ire- 
land. He thought it was a monstrous state 
of affairs: that ple who had been given a 
Parliament of their own should be allowed to 
come here and vote money towards their 
friends. although they would not have to 
contribute a penny to it. 

Colonel Howard Bury—They will have to 
pay their share. 

r. Wheatley—At any rate, whatever little 
contribution Northern Ireland makes, it will 
get it back tenfold. Continuing, he said 
that he wanted to enter an emphatic protest 
against the whole business. There was to be 
an extension of time, so that these Irish 
loyalists—one might almost call them ex- 
ploiters—would have to the end of this 
month to lodge claims. Whenever a claim 
was lodged for ex-Service men it was outside 
the time limit. 

A Conservative Member—Are 
talist ? 

Mr. Wheatley—I am a representative in 
this House of tens of thousands of British 
workmen who have served their 
country as well as any Irish loyalist 
ever served Great Britain. In the name of 
the British working classes—(Ministerial 
laughter) —he protested against British money 
being used in a way which, he made bold to 
say, very closely resembled political corrup- 


tion. 
A PERTINENT QUESTION, 

The Prime Minister—May I ask the right 
hon. gentleman, if we accept what he says 
in the name of the British working classes, 
will he tell us what he says in the name of 
the Government of the right hon. gentleman 
when Lord Arnold promised to uphold the 
pledges given by Mr. Bonar Law’s Govern 
ment in 1923? Ministerial cheers.) 

Mr. Wheatley—I am not responsible. (Re- 
newed laughter.) Lord Arnold had no 
authority to pledge the members of my con- 
stituency—thousands of whom are begging 
work at the Employment Exchange—to make 
compensation in thousands of pounds to com- 
paratively well-off farmers in the South of 
Ireland. 

Sir William Davison said that this was 
not a new vote, but was in redemption of 
pledges given by successive Governments. The 
pledges were as to what was the amount due 
in reason and in fairness. He quoted from 
the /rish Times that, having regard to the 
fact of heaVy payments of the British 
Treasury for social and other reforms, it 
was a wonderful thing what the British 
Government had agreed to do, and that no 
other country in the world would have done 
so much. This was not an ordinary vote. 
It was án ex gratia payment in the sense 
that all-debts of honour were ex gratia pay- 
minents. 

A debt of this kind, he went on, was not 
one to be haggled over, but should be dis- 
charged in full, and was long overdue. It 
was not too much to say that the country, 
on 22nd December last, heard with feelings 
of amazement and dismay that His Majesty’s 
Government had decided to go back on the 
ledges which ‘ey and their predecessors 
had given to pay these claims in full, and 
had decided to fix an arbitrary sum of 
£400,000 as the total amount which the 
British Exchequer could afford. 

‘* REPREHENSIBLE.”’ 

Personally, he considered it a grave and 
reprehensible . thing to do—that this Com- 
mittee should be told secretly that when 
assessing their claims they must always have 
at the back of their minds that £400,000 was 
the utmost limit that could be awarded. No 
matter how equitable a body of men magn 
be, when they realised that the total number 
of claims must run to one or one and a half 
million pounds, naturally they took the 
lowest possible views in restricting the 
awards. Now they were told that the Govern- 
ment could not afford more than one million 
pounds, jAs to that, what he wished to say 
was that these unfortunate people had been 
waiting, some of them four, five, and even 
six years to be paid. They had been borrow- 
ing money from banks and friends, and had 
not known where to turn. He had asked 
repeatedly in the House when the awards 
a going to be made, and was told that 


you a capi- 


he information could not be given. Now, 
gain, they got the same answer. It was 
oing to be a year before these claims could 
k met, and even then they would not be 
haid in full. If one million was sufficient to 

y the claims, then why not bay it now and 
- delay any longer? 

‘They were told that the Government could 
not incur an indefinite liability. But why 
was it only in dealing with Irish loyalists 
that Great Britain was so impoverished that 
she must strictly limit her liability? She paid 
in full for damage done in the rebellion in 
1936. Why this differential treatment of 
pedple whose only crime was loyalty to Great 
Britain? Where it was a question of a debt 
of honour it was a paltry thing to act in this 
way. 


NOT A PARTY MATTER. 

This is not a party matter, he said. All 
hongur: to Great Britain that Socialist, 
Labdur, Conservative, or Liberal parties have

was no question of £400,000 in the 

Full and ample justice was 
té he rendered in all cases. 

What was the finding of Lord Dunedin? 
After áll the pledges, he found—Theré can 
be no room for doubt that all the Govern- 
ments in power since the Articles of Agree- 
ment were signed have accepted responsibility 
in this wav. They have all considered them- 
selves responsible for seeing that equitable 
compensation was made. In my opinion, the 
Government should now take definite steps to 
ascertain the extent of such injury, and to 
alleviate it to the best of their ability. The 
Government should have the advice of a 
Committee specially appointed for the 
purpose. ere was no assumption in that 
unanimous finding that it was a limited 
hability. That report was accepted by the 
Government, and as a result they appointed 
the Irish Grants Committee with reference to 
the amounts of the grants which should in 
reason and fairness be made to the claimants. 

A week ago fifty or sixty members of the 
House heard terrible stories of what humble 
farmers—not great capitalists—had suffered. 
Their only crime had been loyalty 
to this «country, occasionally helping 
the police not to fall into ambush. 

There were in his constituency refugees 
who five or six years ago had sent in claims. 
There was among them the widow oí a man 
who had died last year, and she was stil] not 
receiving more than a pittance. The resolu- 
tion would continue to hang up the matter. 
Why cannot we have the decisions of this 
Committee paid in full, even if it needs a 
supplementary estimate? he demanded. He 
hoped from what the Secretary of State had 
said that any reasonable claim that had been 
kept back throngh ignorance, and not trom 
malice or any other reason, would be con- 
sidered. 

I plead guilty to urging economy on the 
jovernment “in all respects, he concladed. 
Tins is’ not a matter where you can edono- 
mise; it is a debt of honour. (Cheers. ) 
Terrible as is the national debt of this 
country, crushing as is the taxation, we had 
better double both rather than not fulfil this 
debt. of honour to people whose only crime 
is loyalty, and whose only loss is too great 
trust in the honour of Britain. (Cheers.) 


PITIABLE CASES. 

Mr. W. Paling, Labour, said that the 
Unionist members were enthusiastic in com- 
mending the claims of the Southern Irish 
loyalists, . but they showed. no such 
erithnsiasm the previous day for, the claims 
of widows, or for the claíms of the poor in 
West There was just as great a debt 
of honour due to these ple. He agreed

If the right hon, gentleman had 
seen thte péople whom he’ “seen in the 
outer lobby—people of most humble _posi- 
tion, who had been driven from their 
homes—he would not have come down there 
and said that they were. better off than 
people in his constituency. -{Hear, hear.) 

r, Amery had rested his cage for limiting 
these grants on the Dunedin report. He 
submitted that there was nothing in-that re- 
port which enabled the right hon. gentle- 
fhan, or anyone else, to take any ar itrary 
figure as to the amount wh was to be 
awarded, The Dunedin Commission was 
set up to find what pledges thé; Government 
had given. It specificauy defined what 
they were. Then these pledges were not 
pledges of a lump sum. ‘Iney were pledges 
to individuals, and as ite was necessary to 
assist in money, the question \arose as to 
what was the value of eacn person's claims. 
That. was what was meant by the report. 

The Government should take each ease in 
turn and say what was reasonable and fair, 
taking into consideration the injury which 
the person had suffered. That was not an 
arbitrary sum. It was not a sum which could 
be fixed in the way suggested, but on the 
consideration of the particular circumstances 
of the claim. The Wood-Renton. Committee 
was set up to advise the Government as to 
what the sum should be. It wag not a case 
where, in ordinary fairness, it was possible 
for any arbitrary and limited amount to be 
fixed for the claims. 

he Government had to decide the money 
value of each person’s claim. He wanted 
to make it clear that they did not accept the 
recommendation of the Dunedin Committee’s 
report. He recognised the spirit in which the 
Secretary for the Dominions had made his 
award, and he hoped that the million would 
be sufficient. If it was not sufficient he 
thought that they would be justified in asking 
the Government for an additional amount. 

NOT A RECURRING CHARGE. 
Colonel Gretton said that he wished to 
point out to hon. members who had been 
raising some objection to this proposal that 
it was not a recurring charge. Jt was a pay- 
ment of claims for damages that, would not 
occur again. It was agreed on every hand 
that the Ifish Grants Committee had 
certainly not made awards on an extravagant 
scale. He would confess that in some cases 
the grants seemed to have been scaled 
down to the very lowest point. He 
was not criticising that, having regard 
to the ,low scale on which these 
grants had been. made, he hoped that they 
would be paid in full. If the Government 
were not paying these claims in full, they 
must preserve their full right to bring the 
case before the House again and ask for an 
investigation to be made. The cases which 
had been mentioned tq-might were little 
claims coming from very small people in far 
distant districts. of lreland. So far as he 
was aware, there were no large claims out- 
standing. He thanked the Government for 
their efforts in this matter. 

Colonel Howard Bury said that he should 
like to thank Mr. Amery for the great ad- 
vance he had made. ‘They had for yeats 
been pressing these claims upon the Gevern- 
ment, and it was really astonishing that they 
had not réalised sooner how very true and 
how very’ real these claims were. Mr. 
Amery had often to rely upon his official ad- 
visers. Many of his official advisers were 
occupied with the Treaty in. Dublin, and 
they had always to a great extent minimised 
what was happening in Ireland. He felt 
ae confident that the Chancellor of tne 

xchequer would not have made an estimate 
of “£400,000 had Mr. Amery taken the 
trouble to go over to Ireland and investigate 
things. He would have seen the ruined 
houses throughout the land. 

SOME POINTED tNSTANCES. 

Continuing, Colonel Howard Bury said that 
he visited Ireland a great deal, and he saw in 
Tipperary, where some thatched cottages had 
been burned down by our troops for the 
ambush of soldiers, that they had been re- 
placed by good two-storey buildings. In 
lullamore, where the Foresters’ Hall was 
burnt down—a building which cost £620 some 
twenty-five years ago—the people got £13,000 
out of the British Government for replacing 
it. They would realise how bitter it made the 
loyalists feel when they saw those people 
who had taken up arms against the British 
Government flourishing, and their houses re- 
placed at the expense of the British Ex- 
chequer, while they themselves had been kept 
waiting year after year for compensation. 

_ One Government after another pledged 
itself to see that the Irish loyalists were justly 
and fairly treated, and all they asked was 
that they should receive the same justice that 
was meted out to those who took up arms 
against them. They were very grateful to 
the Government for giving them this million 
pounds; but did it really cover the whole 
of the grants recommended by gthe Irish 
Grants Committee? Supposing ‘there was 
another £100,000 or £20 ‘600 in another year 
necessary to complete these claims, they asked 
that this should not be a final grant, and 
that the British Government should honour 
its pledges in full. He had two cases where 
£170 and £176 was spent in getting certified 
copies of the damage done, surveyor’s reports, 
etc., and the Government allowed £30 and 
£50; but in the case of the Irish deportees, 
all their legal expenses were paid in full by 
the Government. 


Mh. AMERY’S REPLY. 
A SYMPATHETIC ATTITUDE. 


Mr. Amery, replying to the debate, said 
that the member for Shettleston made a speech 
with which he did not propose to deal. He 
thought that he could leave him where 
he left himself in answer to the 
Prime Minister, when he declared that 
an announcement of policy formerly made by 
a Minister to Parliament had no moral obli- 
gation on himself, though he was a member 
of that Cabinet. (Ministerial cheers.) Re- 
plying to Sir Basil Peto, he said that May 
12, 1923, was the date fixed, because, in 
their opinion, it marked the conclusion of 
the period of special unrest in Ireland. An 
answer was given in Parliament some time 
ago to the effect that he (Mr. Amery) had 
agreed to consider exceptional cases arising 
after that date, and a certain number of 
those cases—they had been very few—had 
been handed to the Committee, and were 
being dealt with on the same footing as 
other cases. 

Sir Basil Peto—Is the right hon. gentleman 
prepared to consider any other cases just 
outside the time limit? 

Mr. Amery—If there are any cases still 
outstanding... My information is that practi- 
cally all cases that could legitimately come 
before the Committee under the terms of 
their reference have already come before 
them. Continuing, he said, with regard to 
the appeal for a larger interim distribution 
of 60 per cent. that as soon as they 
could see that with safety they could make 
a further interim distribution, they should 
not hesitate to do so. They thoroughly 
realised the urgency of the case of those men. 
but in most cases banks that had sustained 
men through their difficulties so far, mow 
that they realised the position, could also 
help them for a short period longer. 

WOOD-RENTO:* COMMITTEE. 

In justice to the Wood-Renton Committee, 
‘he must point out that the suggestion made 
that this Committee was influenced: by the 
consideration of the first. estimate of the Go- 
vernment as to what their recommendations 
might amount to, had no foundation. In 
all these matters the Wood-Renton Committee 
dealt with each case purely on its merits, in 
the light of its reference, and had not allowed 
anything the Government might do on these 
recommendations to enter into the case. The 
position of the Government was a difficult 
one. They were dealing with a situation of 
an exceptional character. Sir W. Davison 
draw a parallel with the compensation given 
to deportees a short time ago; but those de. 
ported had a definite legal claim. 

The problem confronting the Government 
was ohe concerning people who had either 
received compensation in Ireland, but whose 
compensation from the Government's point 
of view was inadequate, or people who’ had 
no right to compensation urder the law, but 
who had suffered terrible hardship. The 
Government appointed a committee simply 
to help and advise them. At.first they 
thought that £400,000 would be sufficient. 
They did not state that figure publicly. As

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“There are indications of a slow, but 
steady, improvement. It is satisfactory to 
find an increase in the volume of. business 
under almost every head as compared with 
the preceding year,’ said Sir George SS. 
Clark, Bat. the Chairman, at the annual 
meeting of the Great Northern Railway Com- 
pany, which was held in the Grosvenor 
Minor Hall, Belfast, yesterday. He said that 
in his address last year he declared that he 
was unable to forecast the future, hut that 
he thought that the clouds were beginning to 
break, and while, to an extent there shad 
been a rift, they had not so far been favoured 
with any great outburst of the sunshine of 
prosperity. 

The substantial revival in trade that was 
hoped for, and generally predicted, on the 
cessation of the stoppage in the British coal 
mining industry in 1926, has not materialised, 
he proceeded, but. on the other hand, there 
are indications of a slow, but steady, im- 
provement. Although this slight improve- 
ment has not appreciably affected receipts, it 
is satisfactory to find an increase im the 
volume of business under almost every head 
as compared with the preceding year. Deal. 
ing first of all with the receipts—these,- under 
all heads, are less than those of 1996 by the 
comparatively small amount of £5,790—the 
revenue from passengers is down by the 
rather large sum of £47,453, and from live 
stock by the relatively smaii amount of 
£677, while there are increases of £4.626 and 
£46,399 in the receipts from merchandise and 
coal respectively, the latter having fully re- 
covered the loss due to the stoppage in 
1926. 

THE MOTOR COMPETITION.

THE COMPETITION OF ROAD

The serious effect of road motor competi- 
tion was emphasised at the meeting of the 
Belfast and County Down Railway yesterday 
by the Chairman, Mr. Thomas Richardson, in 
moving the adoption of the report and finan- 
cial statement.

POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY. 


SHELTER. 
Writing on this subject in the Weehly 
Irish Times, the F oultry 
Correspondent says :— 

We referred last week to the necessity for 
shelter from wind and rain. As we said, 
the best thing is a draught-proof shed, 
but sometimes in windy weather when it 


is dry the birds may be allowed out for a} 


run if there are wind-breaks around. We 
have seen lately in a contemporary a 
useful sugzestion of this-sort. ‘‘A very 
good wind-break can be made by splitting 
thin stakes and packing with long straw. 
Put the straw in the split of the stakes, 
knoek a few nails through them and 
clinch, binding the top round with string 
to keep all in place. These screens are 
very light and can easily be driven into 
the ground, as the stakes are pointed.” 
own plan is not, perhaps, so elaborate, 
but quite as effectual. Get some wire 
netting, 4it. to 6ft. wide, and drive some 
broom handles or other sticks through 
the meshes into the ground. This can 
be stretched round anywhere to any 
extent. Then tie canvas to the top and 
bottom, and, if this is placed where the 
fowls congregate, it forms a very good 
Shelter from wind, and is more clean- 
louvking and neat than old sacks.
